Not Everyone Reads Best Sellers 


How One Bookseller Built a Steady Trade Among the Pure Readers 
Who Have Literary Tastes of Their Own and Do Not Ride the Tide 
of Best Seller Blurbs

which are issued yearly, there are 
never more than a few. which 
contain the determinable elements of per- 
manence. The general reader is not in- 
clined to search even the easily available 
local and foreign reviews in an effort to 
discover what may be the character and 
quality of a novel or volume ct essays by 
a writer hitherto unknown, or little known. 
The newspaper or weekly magazine is not 
likely to devote extended space to such an 
author, nor is the publisher justified in 
celebrating his virtues by any considerable 
expense. But it is the obligation of the 
bookseller, and it should be his pleasure as 
well, to sift the publishers’ lists for just 
such works; to read them himself, or as 
many as he can find time for; to study 
those reviewers who are alert to discover 
new writers of merit; to place these books 
upon his shelves; and to stand to his pa- 
trons, to all who may wish to consult him, 
in the relation of a trained and sympathetic 
adviser, rather than to act as a perfunctory 
vendor of a matter-of-fact commodity.” 
This brief credo, the foreword to our 
first announcement, was posted to our mail- 
ing list when we opened our shop in the 
early autumn of 1920. It was the result 
of years of hard reading and careful plan-

ning. We believed at the time that every 
word of it was true; and now after nine 
years of even harder reading and equally 
careful planning, we know it to be true. If 
a man or woman cares enough about books 
to want to sell them, he cares enough about 
them to know them intimately; and for 
this purpose it is absolutely essential that 
he read them. There is no royal road; the 
knowledge of books cannot be counter- 
feited. Reviews, publishers’ blurbs, travel- 
ers’ sales talk, hearsay evidence, are not 
enough. <A blind foliowing of the best 
seller lists and the selections and recom- 
mendations of the book clubs results in a 
choice of reading matter that can be found 
on the counters of almost any large drug 
store or department store. Careless and 
prodigal clients may place with you stand- 
ing orders for quantities of such books; but 
when trade is dull it is the dealer who has 
the largest proportion of such orders who 
suffers most heavily. A substantial per- 
centage of faithful clients who buy con- 
sistently if moderately in and out of season, 
whether sales are generally good or bad, 
is the goal of the bookseller who desires to 
be something more substantial than a 
weathervane among the teapot tempests of 
best sellers and literary fashions. 

Our first efforts to ensnare the affec- 
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tions of this most valuable type of client 
led us to consider the difference among 
kinds of readers and book buyers; and after 
nine years’ intensive study of this fascinat- 
ing problem, we have concluded that there 
are only two kinds: the pure:and, the im- 
pure. | 
The pure reader indulges his amiable 
and innocent vice solely for the sake of 
diversion. He acknowledges only one cri- 
terion: entertainment. If the prose and 
verse is beautiful and distinguished he is 
not in the least concerned with the reputa- 
tion of the author. He patronizes only the 
most alert and discriminating of his local 
booksellers, This he does for two reasons: 
first because he wants to know what the 


books are now, before they become com-- 


mon property, and also because of the ap- 
preciation in value of his volumes as first 
editions. Thus, for example, he was able 
to buy and enjoy Miss Cather’s “The Song 
of the Lark” and Mrs. Woolf’s “The Voy- 
age Out” in 1915, Mr. Douglas’ “South 
Wind” in 1917, Mr. Huxley’s “Limbo” in 
1920, and Mr. Wilder’s ““The Cabala” in 
1926. It does not detract from his enjoy- 
ment that these books, which cost him 
$12.75 when new, are worth in the present 
market about $275.00. He would rather 
reread a good old book than a mediocre 
new one; and is therefore one of the first 
to rise and give three rousing cheers for 
such a piece of writing as Carl Van 
Doren’s “Open Letter to Thomas Love 
Peacock” which appeared in the Sunday 
Herald-Tribune’s “Books.” For the pure 
reader knows the work of Peacock, and of 
Peacock’s friend Shelley, and of his son- 
in-law Meredith. And when he is gravelled 
for lack of current matter, as he must be 
from time to time, he can poke about 
among his own shelves or those of his book- 
seller, and find a pamphlet of Dekker, 
some letters of Donne, an essay of Dryden 
or Swift, a novel of Defoe to carry him 
along till his own period picks up again. 
If he finds his library lacking in some of 
the works of these authors, or of any other 
in the pure tradition, he hies him to his 
favorite shop and secures an “esteemed” 
edition, or harasses his bookseller till a 
suitable one is found. He has a sharp eye 
on the critic or reviewer who is attentive 
and receptive to new writers of quality; 
rejoices to discover a budding talent in a 
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periodical, and enters his order well in ad- 
vance for such an author’s first book. He 
is naturally suspicioys and distrustful of the 


-impure reader, the consumer of treatises on 


politics, economics, sociology and what not, 
and considers that books about such matters 
are not really books at all, but text-books; 
and should be relegated to their proper 
sphere: clinic, lecture-hall and class-room. 
But above all, the pure reader fears and 
dreads the undiscriminating “collector” 
who, if allowed, will buttonhole him and 
relate by the hour how he has picked up, 
for almost nothing, an obscure and unread- 
able pamphlet by a “collected” author, 
thereby completing, after incredible hard- 
ship and enormous expense, his set of this 
author’s first editions. 

We have devoted ourselves to the service 
of the pure reader; and he has repaid our 
devotion many times over and in many 
ways. He is a determining factor in our 
stock list. If he finds on our shelves a 
book which is new to him and which he 
enjoys, he expresses his pleasure cordially 
and emphatically, and we see to it that at 
least one copy of the book remains on sale 
henceforth. He is equally cordial and em- 
phatic in his recommendations of books that 
we may have overlooked, and these recom- 
mendations are almost invariably sound and 
helpful. He is also—God bless him—spe- 
cific in his requests for obscure and out- 
of-print books, supplying authors’ names, 
correct titles, and even publishers and 
dates! He is a perpetual joy and the true 
reward of all our hard work; and he can 
be lured and cultivated by any bookseller 
who is able and willing to meet him on his 
own grounds: correct information, candid 
opinion and mature judgment. 


Let us consider just here the case his- 
tory of a particular book: “The Voyage 
Out” by Virginia Woolf. This novel, 
now famous as perhaps the best of all first 
novels, was published by a house of long- 
established and honorable reputation for 
distinguished and unsaleable books as well 
as for its short but powerful list of best 
sellers. “The Voyage Out” created little 
excitement among the reviewers, less among 
the booksellers, and none whatever among 
the reading public; for it had been duly 
remaindered just before ‘our shop opened. 
Shortly afterwards, Mrs. Woolf's: second 
novel, “Night and Day” appeared in Eng-

land; and as we were induced by the 
favorable critical response to look up ““The 
Voyage Out,” we were told by a friendly 
traveler that a Newark department store 
was selling it at thirty-five cents a copy. 
We found it a notably brilliant and memor- 
able book, and bought 
all the remaining cop- 
ies we could find. 
These we sold to 
those among our cli- 
ents who were not 
afraid of new work 
by an unknown au- 
thor; with the result 
that when “Jacob’s 
Room” was published 
three years later, we 
found we had forty- 
five orders for it in ad- 
vance of publication. 

All this was very little trouble, a very 
great pleasure, and netted us a substantial 
profit. There is not one among the smaller 
bookshops throughout the country that 
cannot duplicate this episode in a greater 
or less degree. No exceptional equipment 
or judgment is required. Any college or 
high school graduate who has had the com- 
mon advantage of being well taught in 
English literature and has had the natural 
sense to better that teaching will also find 
“The Voyage Out” a brilliant and memor- 
able book; a book as easy to sell to the 
thoughtful few as the current best seller 
is to the thoughtless many. And in the long 
run—which is what counts in checking a 
season’s or a year’s total, the credit side of 
your ledger will reveal a powerful argu- 
ment in favor of the more obscure and less 
advertised books—if you have read them, 
have faith in them, and commend them 
judiciously to the honorable minority who 
have taste, judgment and a feeling for tradi- 
tion in literature rather than a flair for the 
current fashion. For the best sellers, even 
the best of them, are for a month or a sea- 
son; and they have yet to make an enviable 
reputation for the bookseller who has 
allowed them to dominate his stock and the 
tone of his shop. The publishers’ lists to- 
day contain scores of volumes, compara- 
tively neglected now for the books of the 
moment, which will be selling their modest 
hundreds of copies a year when the great 
majority of the distended reputations of the 


A VERYONE who knows the Hol- 

liday Bookshop knows how well 
it lives up to the tradition it has set 
for itself. Wide and discriminating 
reading make Mr. and Mrs. Holliday 
expert guides for the “pure reader.”

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day are exploded and forgotten. And it is 
to the bookseller primarily that the pub- 
lisher must look for cooperation in his 
efforts to maintain a high level of quality. 
A careful study of the catalog of any reput- 
able publishing house will reveal books 
whose only chance of 
success lies with the 
discriminating and 
enterprising dealer. 
Books of delicate and 
subtle beauty cannot, 
owing to their very 
nature, be shouted 
about in headline ad- 
vertising in the daily 
and weekly press. But 
they may be discov- 
ered in many ways: 
through hints dropped 
by reviews apropos 
of other books; through detailed examina- 
tion of the publishers’ seasonal catalogs; 
through talk with the travelers, who are 
willing and eager to be drawn on the sub- 
ject of the less popular items in their lists. 
But however you find them, read them; 
and judge them for yourself. Neither re- 
viewers, nor friends of the authors, nor the 
authors themselves can supply you with a 
substitute for your own considered opinion. 
No book can be recommended or con- 
demned except at first hand. How many 
otherwise worthy persons are there who 
think that “Ulysses” must be a dreadful 
book and Mr. Joyce a sinister and evil 
character who have never seen a copy of the 
book or met the author! You will make 
mistakes, but they will be on the right side, 
for you will have made them through the 
impulse to understand. Publishers’ readers 
may let you down occasionally by recom- 
mending the issue of books which puzzle, 
annoy and irritate; travelers may amaze 
you equally by overstatement and under- 
statement, by offering you superfluous books 
from their lists and ignoring distinguished 
ones; reviewers may laud to the skies your 
pet aversion of the season; Mr. Mencken 
may refer to your favorite author as “a 
geyser of pishposh” ; what does it matter— 
you are armed in the triple brass of au- 
thority; you have seen for yourself; and 
you are prepared to render a just account 
of your vision to any client. Let him that 
would require more join a book club.

The Old Corner Bookstore Debates With Mr. Lippincott What Is 
Best for the Entire Booktrade 


July 8, 1929. 
Dear Sirs: 
HE Old Corner is vitally interested 
in what is best for the entire book- 
trade. By this we mean publishers, 
authors, booksellers and the public, for 
what affects one part adversely will, in 
the long run, affect the other three. 
At the Booksellers’ Convention in May 
a resolution was passed unanimously re- 
garding book clubs. The Old Corner was 
and is heartily in favor of this resolution, 
and we have waited some seven weeks in

Dear Mr, Jennings: | 

NDER date of July 8th I have a let- 

ter from you regarding book clubs, 

stating that you are vitally interested 
in the entire booktrade and asking just 
what the publishers are going to do about 
the clubs so that you can make your plans 
accordingly. I also am vitally interested 
in what is best for publishers, authors, book- 
sellers and the public. I have been study- 
ing this subject as minutely perhaps as 
anyone connected with it. 

This seems to be a period of transition, 
during which it is important that no one 
“lose his head.” The problem of the book 
clubs is certainly one of the most difficult 
to dispose of that has presented itself in 
recent years. The biggest difficulty lies in 
the fact that the ideas of no two people, 
either in the retail trade or among the pub- 
lishers, seem to entirely agree regarding 
it. For instance, I have talked to book- 
sellers from many parts of the country, 
tried to form an opinion based on someone’s 
good argument only to have this entirely 
shattered by what some other bookseller 


vain to hear from our good friends the 
publishers just what they were going to do 
about it. 

We are, therefore, writing to you to ask 
just what your stand in this matter is 
going to be. It is necessary for us to know 
what you are going to do so that we may 
make our plans accordingly. May we hear 
from you at an early date?

Your letter indicates that you think this 
is a matter that can easily be determined 
by the publishers. You ask each publisher 
to state just what he is going to do about 
it and yet you who urge the matter do not 
come out with what you are going to do. 

The bookseller may say that he has his 
customers to appease, and the publisher may 
say that he has his authors and his stock- 
holders to consider. Few have I heard in 
the book world who have come out with a 
definite, irrevocable blanket statement. 

To illustrate’ one of the dangers, of 
course you know books have already been 
sold direct to the clubs by literary agents. 
Are you willing to have a few more join 
the publishers’ ranks, if the clubs are forced 
to this by unpolitic handling of the situa- 
tion? 

And now let me say that this Company 
has definitely refused to deal with clubs 
that are cutting prices; this it did as a mat- 
ter of course for the good of the bookseller 
and without blare of trumpets. Nor has it 
submitted books to any clubs, except the

It was only after long and careful con- 
sideration on the part of the leading book- 
sellers of America that the “Book Club 
Resolution” was written and presented at 
the Convention of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association. ‘This resolution was 
discussed for three days and nights by all 
the bookellers who are enough interested in 
book problems to attend Booksellers’ Con- 
ventions. There were also in attendance 
at the Convention many publishers and 
publishers’ representatives, — members of 
the staff of the Book-of-the-Month Club, 
and the silver-tongued Harold Guinzberg 
of the Literary Guild. You may be sure 
that those publishers who are interested for 
various reasons in the continuance of book 
clubs as well as the book clubs themselves 
were not idle, not only during the regular 
sessions of the Convention, but between 
sessions. And it was after these heated 
days and nights that the members of the 
American Booksellers’ Association voted 
unanimously to adopt the resolution. 


With this in mind I, cannot understand 
your statement, that no two people seem 
to agree regarding this problem. Have 
you discussed this question with booksell- 
ers from many parts of the country since 
the Convention, or is your information 
based on discussion during the year before 
this last Convention? Or again have you 
mixed up the question by asking for a solu- 
tion of the problem at the same time you 
asked for booksellers’ opinion of book 
clubs? 

Personally, I am sure of the effect of 
book clubs, but the solution is an entirely 
different matter. It is because of the difh- 
culty of the solution that we sent our letter 
of July 8th, not because there was any 
doubt in our minds as to the effect of book 
clubs adversely on the book business as a 
whole. 

If the publishers, with a few exceptions, 
are to continue to sell book clubs, no 
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bookseller can remain in business if he re- 
fuses to sell all books by all publishers who 
sell book clubs. If, on the other hand, 
the publishers with a few exceptions refuse 
to sell the book clubs, then a bookseller 
can, without loss and without disturbing 
his relations with his customers, refuse to 
purchase from the publishers who are still 
selling book clubs, and these few publish- 
ers will find that they can’t stay in business 
if they can’t market their product. There- 
fore, you can easily see that we as a book- 
seller cannot take our stand until we know 
what you and other publishers intend to do 
about it. We have expressed to you our 
opinion as to the effect of certain condi- 
tions in the booktrade, but have not “lost 
our head” to the point where we say that 
if you don’t do so and so, we will do such 
and such. 

As to the question, are we willing to 
have book clubs become publishers? Cer- 
tainly. They are already publishers and 
it would be much more honest competition 
if they were so classed and so known to 
the public. Their life would be consider- 
ably shortened, for it would put the com- 
petition where it belongs, between publish- 
ers on a fair basis and not between book 
clubs and booksellers, where the margin 
of gross profit is at least 50 per cent greater 
in the case of book clubs than it is for 
booksellers. 

I am also quite sure that there were 
many who felt that the “notoriety” attend- 
ant to the passing of the Magna Charta, 
the “notoriety” of the Boston Tea Party 
and the “notoriety” before the final abol- 
ishment of Slavery “hurt the cause,” but I 
know of no advancement of “right” with- 
out a certain amount of “notoriety.” 

If your faith is sincere in the axiom 
“Charity begins at home,” I shall expect 
even a greater discount for the Old Corner 
than 70 per cent now allowed to the alien 
book clubs. 

It is because of the warmest regard that 
we have for J. B. Lippincott Company 
and our close association, both personal 
and business for a great many years, that 
we brought our troubles to you in our letter 
of July 8th and again in this letter.

Playing On All the Keys To Pipe the Tune That Accompanies 
Increasing Sales 


T takes all kinds of publicity to make 

a booktrade. The full-page advertise- 

ments in the New York Times, the 
Chicago Daily News, the Boston Tran- 
script, the Philadelphia Public Ledger and 
on out over the country are the biggest 
movements towards book sales, but they 
must be supplemented by the smaller, often 
more localized, concentration. 

Harper & Brothers, who last year ex- 
perimented with this type of advertising, 
recently sent a wagon about New York 
with a French negro sailor strumming on 
a huge banjo, announcing to those who 
read while they ran that Claude McKay’s 
new novel, “Banjo,” was “On Sale Every- 
where.” A photograph of the wagon is 
reproduced with this article. 

Damato’s Bookstore in New York has 
been in the habit of using sandwich-men 


to advertise the shop. Sandwich-men are 
those figures who wander oblivious of any- 
one through the crowded sections of town 
with advertising boards hanging fore and 
aft. Recently the store featured a book 
instead of the store, Bert Green’s “Love 
Letters of an Interior Decorator,” publish- 
ed by Stokes. At the bottom of the board 
the passers-by were informed that - Mr.

This is all publicity and advertising for 
books and bookstores that has been care- 
fully prepared and directed to the most 
effective outlets. But once in a while books 
come in for some unsolicited publicity. It 
is always a flattering gesture, for it proves 
a general knowledge of the books that are 
being pushed in the bookstores. ‘The large, 
display ad that Lord & Taylor ran in New 
York papers on July 16th was most pleas- 
ing. It is reproduced in these pages, and

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clever way in which booktitles were promi- 
nently displayed. Advertising for “Cream 
of Wheat” recently carried illustrations of 
the fence white-washing scene in “Tom 
Sawyer” as part of the campaign to ad- 
vertise “Cream of Wheat” and Harper and 
Brothers are planning to take advantage of 
that ad by a bit of promotion work of 
their own. A similar bit of free publicity 
was given “Whither Mankind,” ‘Long- 
mans, Green’s publication recently when 
the Grand Sweepstakes winner of the 
Fourth Annual Santa Clara County (Cali- 
fornia) Fiesta de las Rosas Grand Floral 
parade was a float representing “Whither 
Mankind,” depicting world peace. It was 
presented by the City Schools of San José, 
pupils being in direct charge of the work. 

These stunts are necessarily only a few 
of the many that have been presented re- 
cently.

The Troublesome Tariff 
HEN the book publishers and book- 


sellers appeared before the House 

Committee last spring. and.. stated 
that they were quite satisfied with book 
tariffs as they were, the committeemen were 
surprised. ‘They had heard from no peti- 
tioners who were satisfied with things as 
they were; everyone had been reciting long 
lists of reasons for radical increases of 
duties to save industries from alleged dis- 
astrous conditions. 

But the booktrade pointed to the fact 
that under present tariffs exports were in- 
creasing more rapidly than imports, that 
the greatest increases in imports were in 
the field of old and rare books, which offer 
no competition to American product and 
that the present duty of 15 per cent on 
current output was proving ample to assure 
that sizeable printing of new titles would 
be made on this side of the water, as the 
saving of time is so important to the suc- 
cessful handling of important books of 
foreign origin. 

Since those hearings before the House 
Committee the country has been heard from 
and protest after protest has been rolling 
in against the Hawley idea of what was 
intended by the Republican pledge to aid 
agriculture by tariff revision. Even the old 
line Republican papers have protested, and 
for the first time in the history of tariff 
revisions, the comments from other coun- 
tries have been printed as having an essen- 
tial bearing on American plans. 


The Publishers’ Weekly 


The Senate Committee is now hard at 
work and is reported not to be satisfied with 
the House Bill. If Committee agreement 
can be arrived at on some of the trouble- 
some schedules like sugar, shingles and 
shoes the revised Bill may be reported out 
on August 19th when the Senate recon- 
venes; if not, it may drift on to mid- 
November. 

The President has as yet given no indi- 
cation of how he stands on the revisions. 

There is one section of the new Tariff 
Bill which, as we have pointed out before, 
is apt to prove very troublesome to the 
booktrade however,—the extension of Sec- 
tion 305, which prohibits obscene books, 
to include any book or pamphlet “contain- 
ing any matter advocating or urging trea- 
son, insurrection or forcible resistance to 
any law of the United States.’ When 
customs officials interpret this to include 
Rabelais and Voltaire, it makes many lovers 
of the classics apprehensive. ‘This appre- 
hension was crystallized at one large public 
institution recently. 

The Board of Trustees of the Syracuse 
Public Library on July 18, 1929, unani- 
mously agreed to the following resolu- 
tion: 

“Whereas the Tariff Bill of 1929 (H. R. 
2667) prohibits the importation of books, 
pamphlets, etc., containing any matter advo- 
cating or urging treason, etc., and Whereas 
the operation of such a law would put in 
the hands of individual customs officers 
power to prevent public libraries and other 
educational institutions from importing im- 
portant and necessary books on economic 
and political subjects. Therefore, be it re- 
solved that the Trustees of the Syracuse 
Public Library petition Congress to defeat 
this provision of the Tariff Act, since the 
Trustees of the Public Library earnestly 
believe that the political censorship of 
printed matter is contrary to the spirit of 
American liberty and because book selec- 
tion by library authorities should not be 
subject to the political censorship of cus- 
toms officials. The Trustees of the Public 
Library believe that it is very doubtful if 
any plan to censor world literature at our 
ports of entry can do as much good as it 
will do harm, but if such censorship seems 
necessary it should be administered in such 
a manner as to express something more 
comprehensive and just than the decision of 
the individual customs officer at any port 
of entry to the United States.”

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Slowing Down the Publisher’s 
Traveler 


ITH merchandise of such individual 

character as books no better way 

has been devised of giving the re- 
tailer an adequate chance to judge of the 
new publications than to send samples on 
the road in charge of a well-posted repre- 
sentative. It would be cheaper if this sell- 
ing could be done effectively by printed 
lists, sent by mail, but retailers have never 
found that plan satisfactory. They want 
to handle and examine the books and hear 
them described by a traveler whom they 
have learned to trust and who knows their 
stores. Selling by traveler has proved its 
values, the efficiency of the representatives 
has steadily increased, but so too has the 
cost. 

The cost per week of the book traveler, 
salary and expenses, can for the purposes 
of discussion be estimated at about $250 
per week, or about $50.00 per production 
day. This means an expense of 5% against 
sales of $5,000 per week or 10% against 
sales of $2,500 or 5% against $1,000 sales 
per day, 10% against $500. If, then, a 
city which can produce $1,000 of sales for 
one publisher requires two days for com- 
pleting the canvass instead of one, the costs 
have been seriously increased. If a large 
city uses up two weeks of a traveler’s time 
instead of one week, a very serious increase 
ot expense has been incurred. Unnecessary 
expenses in the cost of distributing books 
must be avoided whether they be in the 
budgets of the publishers or in those of the 
retailers. 

This problem of the traveler’s schedule 
needs'emphasis at this season, as the high 
pressure months of selling are just ahead. 
Every publisher knows of cities on one 
route or another that require twice the av- 
erage time because one unsystematic buyer 
will say to the traveler when he says, ‘Good 
morning.” “Yes, your catalogue is here 
in this pile, I’ll have someone check it up 
soon. You'll be here tomorrow, won’t you? 
(or next week ?)” 


By the nature of things the one who has 
something to sell is more punctilious about 
time and engagements than the one who is 
a buyer, but no competent retailer wants 
to take advantage of this situation and slow 


down the work of the publishers’ represen- 


tative by dilatoriness. 
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Bookbegging 


HE morning mail of every large 

publishing house is cluttered with 

dozens of letters from book beggars, 
the variety of which is almost infinite. 
Publishers are asked for thousands of books 
a year with no consideration for the serv- 
ice rendered by either publisher or author, 
and a surprisingly small number of these 
requests come from worthy or even excus- 
able sources. The feeling has become gen- 
eral, that something should be done to 
correct the situation, and the Publishers’ 
W eekly has made a survey of the files of 
one large New York publisher in an effort 
to discover from the begging letters causes 
for the attitude that books should cost 
nothing. - 

The files examined covered only a few 
months, but included a pile of petitions the 
size of an unabridged dictionary. ‘This is 
at least a fair sample of what comes to the 
average publisher, for it has been generally 
known for years that this house strictly 
adheres to the policy of ignoring book 
begging letters with rare exception for un- 
usual causes, so their share of requests, if 
anything, should be small. 

There were serious, sentimental, and a 
few convincing letters which had come 
from our wealthiest universities, public 
schools, metropolitan churches, women’s 
clubs, men’s clubs, boys’ clubs, individuals, 
and from Europe and Siam. Some letters 
were modest, asking for single, used copies ; 
others, and by far the most of them, asked 
for lists of specific titles in new copies. 
There was even a rather general feeling 
that the publisher was duty bound to dis- 
burse his product, gratis, at random, and 
that he was being done a gift of added 
circulation for his books. 

The injustice and thoughtlessness of 
these demands made upon the publisher are 
positively ludicrous when viewed in a col- 
lection such as the files examined presented. 
One school which had recently moved into 
an $850,000 building, requested a sizable 
start for their library; a wealthy business 
men’s club needed a library, and felt that 
to have the publisher well represented 
would be an excellent advertisement; a 
branch of the Veteran’s Bureau had money 
for everything but books; after receiving a 
number of form letters it was learned that 
a large library employed a secretary for the 
sole purpose of soliciting books; and one 
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wealthy parish was giving a benefit fair at 
which the books would be shown to the 
Christmas trade. 

The difficulty seems to be in public failure 
to recognize the service given by the pub- 
lisher in putting literature into usable form 
and attending to its distribution. ‘The pub- 
lisher does occupy a responsible and honored 
position in the cultural life of the nation, 
but he certainly performs a service quite 
worthy of,any pecuniary returns which 
may be his. The public which so ardently 
seeks after the good books which the book- 
maker is wise enough to select from the 
hundreds of manuscripts submitted, little 
realize that for the most part they see only 
the cream of the literary product. If a 
mistake in selecting a book is made, it is 
not discovered until the major portion of 
the expense has been involved, and the loss 
is heavy. After the job of selection comes 
the task of production and distribution with 
its modern machinery for getting books to 
the reader in a minimum of time in order 
that he may keep up with a pace of events 
which certainly jostles most of us. This 
part of the publisher’s method has. been so 
perfected that we may keep abreast of all 
the world, even with its perpetual rush, 
which can only be accomplished through 
the expensive machinery of advanced pro- 
duction, distribution and advertising. All 
this must be done in advance of sales, and 
represents the publisher’s investment in 
book production. This investment reaches 
a heavy total before returns~even start 
through the sale of the book, and is re- 
gained rather slowly as a book sells. If 
publishers should suddenly revert to pro- 
duction based on advanced subscription, 
wide circulation which at present keeps the 
reader in close contact with the world of 
events would vanish, and he would become 
conscious of the part which had been played 
by the publisher in getting his books to 
him. The idea that an author hopes to 
derive a living from his effort in preparing 
a manuscript does not exist in the minds 
of the book beggar, so he does not appre- 
ciate the publisher’s responsibility to the 
author. 

A part of this unfortunate situation is 
directly the fault of publishers, for they 
have in the past given unwisely or at least 
too well, which the great portion of these 
begging letters show through their refer- 
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ence to competing houses which have given. 
This practice, to such extent as it did exist. 
has been undergoing a steady change and 
there has been a general adoption of very 
restricted giving throughout the trade. 
Several houses ignore all but very unusual 
requests, and maintain their policy even 
then, but do answer these with an explana- 
tion of the necessity of the attitude on the 
part of the publisher. An example of one 
of these letters clearly states the reasons 
for this policy. 

“Books, their manufacture and distribu- 
tion, and the carrying of stock, cost the 
publisher much money, an enormous pri- 
vate investment, returns on which are not 
realized for a long period of time, and 
sometimes the whole investment is not re- 
turned. But this is the publisher’s risk 
and, therefore, is his contribution — the 
making of books available to students and 
the public. Then, again, a vast amount of 
time is given by the author in preparation 
of the manuscripts, for presentation 
through the publishers. That is the 
author’s great contribution to students, and 
of course his returns, monetary returns, are 
likewise slow in coming in and also are 
regulated by the number of copies sold, not 
given away. 

“We trust that you will see our point 
of view and will realize that we would 
like to help you further if we could, but 
where sO many requests are received it 
would not be fair to discriminate in the 
favor of a few.” 


The only possible method of correcting 
this annoying and detrimental situation is 
through causing those who are in the habit 
of book begging to reatize the service ren- 
dered by the publisher and the factors 
which make it impossible for him to meet 
requests, no matter how worthy the cause. 
In libraries, schools, and homes full rates 
are paid for other services required. An 
architect is not asked to design a library, 
gratis, or the builder to build it, ner do 
the shelves, furniture or supplies come free. 
Why should the books be free? The pub- 
lisher renders service and is responsible to 
the author who produces a manuscript; 
there is no reason for his rendering free 
service. Educational journals, library 
journals, trade papers, and the like, by 
calling attention to the injustice of these 
demands, could largely correct this attitude.

CHAPTER VII—CONCLUSION 


Book Publishing From 1877 to 1901 


HE Booksellers’ and _ Stationers’ 
Provident Association was  organ- 
ized and maintained as a means 


insurance for those connected 
with the book business. Its existence 
was largely due to the interest and 
efforts of Joseph H. Vegelius of Henry 
Holt & Co. It was formed at Clinton 
Hall, New York, in April, 1879, at the 
same place in which the trade sales were 
held for many years. The membership was 
limited to persons between the ages of 18 
and 45 who were of sound health, of good 
moral character, and who were connected 
with the book and stationery trades and 
associate branches. All applicants had a 
physical examination. ‘The dues for the 
first year were $2.10, of which $1.00 was 
an initiation fee. ‘Thereafter each time a 
member died $1.10 had to be paid by each 
member. In 1885 the association had 837 
members. It came to and end in August, 
1903, after 18 years of activity during 
which time $140,000 in death benefits was 
paid to the beneficiaries of 154 members. 
‘The amounts ranged from $198 to $1,000. 
Its final dissolution was partly due to an 
unusually large number of deaths in one 
year which caused heavy payments by each 
member. The by-laws had prohibited so- 
cial activities on the part of tne organiza- 
tion, but as a need was felt for social 
gathering of the booktrade a new organi- 
zation was formed, known as the Book- 
sellers’ League. 

The Booksellers’ League was organized 
by a small group representing the book- 
trade at the office of Henry Holt & Co. 
in December, 1894. By March, 1896, 
there were 325 members. The member- 
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ship was limited to persons over 18 years 
of age who were connected with the book 
and stationery trades. The object was the 
“cultivation of fraternal relations of its 
members and furthering the interests of 
their respective callings, in such a manner 
as the League may from time to time de- 
cide.” During its first 10 years the League 
gave 26 smokers, 33 monthly dinners, nine 
annual dinners, two special dinners, three 
lectures, four excursions, three ladies’ 
nights, one mock auction, three progressive 
euchre parties, and three roll calls. In 
addition to the social activities an employ- 
ment bureau was maintained. One of the 
more interesting meetings of the League 
consisted of a discussion of the influence 
of department stores upon bookstores. At 
this meeting John J. Daly suggested that 
booksellers open a_ clearing-house where 
books could be sold even at a loss. He 
claimed this would educate the public and 
would be a good way to compete with 
department stores. 

The history of book publishing for this 
period is not complete without mention of 
the American Publishers’ Copyright League 
which was formed on December 29, 1887, 
for the purpose of urging the passage of arm 
international copyright law. ‘This thesis, 
as was stated in the preface, does not at- 
tempt to discuss the relationship of pub- 
lishers to the copyright law, which was 
passed finally in 1891. The chief effect 
of the law was to put an end to the pirat- 
ing of editions, which was a great stimulus 
to improvements in publishing methods. 
The success of the League probably gave 
sufficient courage to publishers so that they 
were more willing to attempt to reform 
prices and discounts of books. 
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In July, 1900, a circular letter was sent 
to 39 important American publishing firms 
asking them to send representatives to a 
meeting to be held July 25, 1900, at the 
Aldine Club, New York City, for the pur- 
pose of forming an American Publishers’ 
Association. This let- 
ter was signed by D. 
Appleten & Co., Cen- 
tury Co., Dodd, Mead 
& Co., Harper & 
Brothers, Houghton, 
Miffin & Co., Mac- 
millan Co., G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons, and 
Charles Scribner’s 
Sons. Twenty-seven 
responded to the call. 
A committee of three 
Was appointed to draft articles of associa- 
tion, 

A report of this meeting on July 25, in 
the New York Tribune said a rumor was 
spread to the effect that the purpose of the 
meeting was to form a trust and reduce 
the royalties paid to authors. ‘This rumor 
was denied by the members present. 
Charles Scribner was made chairman, and 
Frank H. Dodd was chosen secretary. A 
committee consisting of Colonel Harvey, 
Mr. Dodd, and Mr. Brett was appointed 
to draft articles of confederation. The di- 
rectors selected were Charles Scribner, 
G. B. M. Harvey (of Harper & Bros.), 
Daniel Appleton, Frank H. Dodd, George 
H. Mifflin, George P. Brett, A. C. Mc- 
Clurg, Craig Lippincott, and Frank H. 
Scott (of Century Co.). 

The objects and purposes of the organi- 
zation were stated in the by-laws as fol- 
lows: 

“The objects of this association shall be 
to advance the interests of the book pub- 
lishing business; to foster the trade and 
commerce of said business and the interests 
of those engaged therein and in its allied 
trades and professions; to reform abuses 
relative to said business, to secure freedom 
from unjust or unlawful exactions; to dif- 
fuse accurate and reliable information as 
to the standing of merchants and other 
matters; to procure uniformity and cer- 
tainty in the customs and usages of the 
trade and commerce of book publishing; to 
settle differences between its members and 
between them and others carrying on busi- 


“HIS chapter ends Mr. O’Harra’s 
survey of book publishing in the 
United States which has been appear- 
ing throughout the spring and sum- 
mer. In conclusion he deals with the 
two specialized organizations which 
he mentioned last week and brings 
his history up to 1go1. 
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ness with its members, and to promote a 
more enlarged and friendly intercourse in 
the trade and between business men gener- 
ally; to provide and establish rules and 
regulations tending to promote the best in- 
terests of its members.” 

On February 13, 
I9OI, a very impor- 
tant agreement was 
entered into which 
became known as the 
Net Price Agree- 
ment, and which 
went into effect on 
May 1, 1901. This 
agreement provided 
that after May 1, all 
copyrighted books ex- 
cept school books, 
fiction, new editions, and_ subscription 
books should be published at net prices. 
The net prices should be reduced from 
the price at which similar books had 
heretofore been issued. The net price must 
be printed and marked net on a paper 
wrapper covering the book. The publishers 
agreed to sell such books only to those 
booksellers and dealers who would not sell 
them for less than the net price. Further- 
more, they must agree not to sell to under- 
sellers. The only exception made to the 
strict maintenance of the net price was to 
libraries, which were permitted a 10 per 
cent discount. ‘The association suggested 
a discount on net copyrighted books of 25 
per cent to dealers but left this entirely to 
the individual publisher. One concession 
made to the bookstores was that when the 
publishers sold books at retail they would 
charge postage in addition to the net price. 
The directors were authorized to establish 
an office and secure the assent of dealers 
to the conditions of sale. All cases of price 
cutting reported should be investigated and 
notices sent warning the trade of the vio- 
lators. This feature was responsible for 
much trouble at a later date when the rules 
of the association were said to violate the 
anti-trust laws. 

One other provision of this association 
concerned local booksellers’ organizations, 
which it was anxious to have formed so 
that the net price agreement could be better 
enforced. It had also suggested the forma- 
tion of an American Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion. A national association of booksellers 
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was therefore formed in the spring of 1901. 
The president for 1901 was Henry T. 
Coates of Philadelphia. Its purposes were 
stated as follows: 

“It being our unanimous desire to ele- 
vate the character of the general trade of 
publishing and selling books; to bring into 
closer unions all persons engaged in the 
publication and sale of books, to the end 
that they may better understand the trials 
and difficulties to which they are severally 
subjected, and in order that they may ac- 
tively cooperate with each other to correct 
abuses relating to the general booktrade; 
to secure freedom from unjust or unlawful 
discriminations; to secure the cooperation 
and to foster the interests of allied trades 
whose members engage more or less in the 
sale of books; to encourage more friendly 
and cordial relations between persons en- 
caged in the general booktrade, and to 
establish rules and regulations designed to 
promote the best interests of all members.” 

The American Booksellers’ Association 
endorsed the net price agreement, but 
asked that fiction be included as soon as 
practicable. It agreed to refrain from sell- 
ing to undercutters and moreover decided 
not to sell at a discount to expelled mem- 
bers, who had refused to abide by the net 
price agreement. 

The text of this thesis closes with 1901, 
the year in which the net price agreement 
became operative. The general tendency 
in all important industries was toward con- 
solidations and trusts, and the publishing 
business was tending in the same direction. 
Many of the smaller publishing houses con- 
solidated with large firms or gave up the 
struggle. The public looked with much 
suspicion upon corporations and monopolies 
and for that reason resented the efforts 
made by the American Publishers’ Associa- 
tion to maintain the retail price of books. 
No attempt was made to require publishers 
to set a stated price on certain types of 
books, as this would have been without 
doubt in restraint of trade. The object 
of the Association was simply to require 
book dealers, jobbers, and publishers to 
maintain the prices once they had been 
decided upon by the publishing houses issu- 
ing them. The Chicago Tribune vigor- 
ously attacked the “book trust” and _ to 
prove the charge that some of the activities 
constituted restraint of trade it printed a 
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confidential letter sent out by an officer of 
the American Publishers’ Association. 
However, in spite of the unusual conditions 
which influenced book publishing in the 
earlier years this industry had risen by 1901 
to be one of the recognized industries of the 
country.

UNIQUE advertising campaign 

carried on by The Golden Book and 

Review of Reviews, with the co- 
operation of the American Booksellers’ As- 
sociation, makes its appearance in the fall. 
Effective with the September number of the 
two magazines there will be included in 
each issue a geographical list of the mem- 
bers of the A. B. A. The 325,000 readers 
of these magazines will be told that any 
book reviewed or advertised can be bought 
directly by mail, telephone or personal call 
from any of the booksellers listed, and will 
be urged to “Buy that book now from your 
bookseller.” 

No less than forty-two states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia are represented. There 
are 236 cities and 518 stores. Before each 
issue of the magazine, bulletins will be sent 
to the bookstores listing all titles to be re- 
viewed or advertised. Publishers in co- 
operating with this scheme will include in 
their announcements a_ suggestion that 
books be bought from the booksellers listed 
in the Directory of the magazines. In en- 


‘dorsement of this campaign Arthur Bren- 


tano, Jr., President of the A. B.A., has 
said, “This, in my mind, is a step in the 
right direction, especiaily at this time, when 
publishers seem to be reverting more and 
more to the practice of soliciting business 
direct, a policy which if allowed to grow 
will eventually weaken retail book out- 
lets.” 


Harry K. Thaw Claims Heavy 
Loss on His Book 


N a claim to have his income tax re- 

scinded Harry Thaw has stated that his 
book “The Patriot” proved to be a costly 
venture. He says that 50,000 copies were 
printed at his own expense, and that he 
is at present still possessor of some 45,000 
of them which he lists as a total loss. He 
places-this loss at $37,254.71.

From Our London Correspondent 


Eveleigh Nash 
R. NASH, who has been publishing 


for almost thirty years, is. retiring. 

Many articles concerning his career 
have been printed in the press, and he has 
given a number of interviews. Here are 
some extracts from the latter :— 

‘There are more glittering prizes than 
ever for the aspiring novelist.” 

“T think the happy ending is still a 
necessity.” 

“People have got too sophisticated to 
read men like Charles Garvice, but the 
Ethel M. Dell type will always sell well.” 

“T should never advise any young novel- 
ist to write sex stuff. It has no perma- 
nency, and will never win him either fame 
or fortune.” 

“My greatest success has been “The 
Sheik,’ which sold over 1,000,000 copies.” 

“The novel’s most serious rivals are 
vivid biographies and intimate biographies. 
They have an ‘ever increasing sale.” 

“As to the censorship of novels, I think 
it better to leave it in the hands of the 
magistrate. It would be impossible for a 
board of censors to examine every book 
published.” 

“T think publishers would be well ad- 
vised to curtail the number of their publi- 
cations.” 

“Only about three in ten novels pub- 
lished by unknown authors are success- 
ful.” 

“A novel must sell 1500 copies to pay. 
If 10,000 copies are sold it is a success. 
Publishers naturally bring out books to 
make profits, but often to satisfy our liter- 
ary consciences we put out books which we 
know will not sell.” 

“T can only recall one bad blunder dur- 
ing the years of my publishing. That was 
when I turned down Upton Sinclair’s ‘The 
Jungle.’ ” 


Authors and Publishers Combine 


As one of the results of the establish- 
ment of the “Day of the Book” in Ger- 
many on the anniversary of the birth of 


Goethe, which “Day” is henceforth to be 
an annual event, says the Newspaper 
World, “a new organization has_ been 
founded to bring together authors, pub- 
lishers and_ booksellers. It will discuss 
questions affecting these bodies in common, 
more particular as regards belles lettres, 
and will take action for their settlement 
in the general interest. The new insti- 
tution has already received the adherence 
of corporations representing various Ger- 
man literary and bookselling interests, the 
Press Federation and the German Publish- 
ers’ Union. 


Mr. Rymer 


It is very interesting news that our good 
friend, Fred J. Rymer, is going to settle 
in Alberta, Canada, where he will fore- 
gather with his children. We shall be 
sorry when Mr. Rymer leaves us, for he 
is more than a good fellow, if that be pos- 
sible. Since our boyhood we have known 
him, and he has always been the same— 
just a good and faithful friend. He has 
been managing director of Sampson Low 
& Co. for many years, and has had no 
small part in bringing it to the present 
notable position that it holds. When Mr. 
Rymer goes to Canada, probably before 
this note is printed, he will give up the 
active direction of his firm in London, 
although he will look after the Canadian 
interests of the company. Mr. Rymer is 
70 years of age, but if he should pass 
through New York, and some reader may 
see him, the writer of this note will be 
derided—for Fred Rymer is as young in 
looks as he is in his mind. May he have 
many happy years in Alberta. 


Publishers and the New Parliament 


Sir Godfrey Collins has been returned 
to Parliament, a result that has given his 
many publishing friends very great pleas- 
ure. We are glad, too, to see Colonel John 
Buchan back representing Edinburgh Uni- 
versity. Colonel Buchan is a many-sided 
man: a famous novelist, and a_ very 
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attractive speaker. He has long been con- 
nected with Messrs. Nelson. Captain 
Harold Macmillan was not re-elected, but 
he is a man of so much promise and bril- 
liance that we doubt if he will be without 
a seat very long. Captain Macmillan is, 
of course, associated with Messrs. Mac- 
millan & Co. Colonel Buchan, by the way, 
shows a deep interest in anything having 
to do with publishers’ and_ booksellers’ 
assistants. He has been president for some 
years now of the National Book Trade 
Provident Society. He is a_ prodigious 
worker, otherwise he would never be able 
to give the right measure of attention to 
those many and diverse things in which he 
is so closely interested. “The new House of 
Commons is, as always, very literary. Pub- 
lishing is, as may be seen, represented, 
while there are a great number of jour- 
nalists on both sides of the House, and 
several of the Cabinet ministers, not for- 
cetting the Prime Minister, have made 
their living out of journalism.

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Best Sellers 

There is just one book that has reached 
almost the highest possible peak of best sell- 
ing. It is “All Quiet on the Western 
Front.” It looks as though it is going to 
be the greatest best seller of any age. Some- 
thing like 700,000—probably more than 
this—have been sold in Germany, while 
no end of translations in other languages 
have been made. Already 30,000—more 
than fifty by now, no doubt—have been 
sold in France, and at the moment of writ- 
ing 110,000 have been printed in England, 
and another big edition is already on the 
stocks. 

We hear 140,000 have been printed in 
U. S. A. The demand godes on. One 
sees it everywhere in England.

HE German booktrade and its or- 

ganizations have at all times main- 

tained close relations with foreign 
countries. ‘This has been partly due to the 
very nature of the commodity which they 
sell, but this cause has always harmonized 
with the intentions of leading German 
booksellers and publishers, who have at all 
times been keenly aware of the cultural 
obligations of their trade. Thus, from the 
beginning, foreigners were admitted to 
membership in the German Book-Traders’ 
Exchange Association, provided they were 
recognized bookdealers, and agreed to re- 
frain from unauthorized reprints. Thus, 
one firm in London, Riga and Copenhagen 
were in the membership as early as 1826, 
and at present the number of foreign mem- 
bers is about 800. While 155 foreign 
bookstores appear in the directory of Ger- 
man booktraders of 1839, there are among 
them only two American firms, both in 
Philadelphia, and other countries from 
Overseas were not represented at all. A 
marked increase in the number of Ameri- 
can bookbuyers doing business (principally 
with Leipzig houses) began about 1850, 
and by 1871 the export of German books 
to the United States had reached a value 
of $243,000. The highest level of literary 
relations between Germany and the United 
States was reached in the ten years between 
1870 and 1880. 

Conditions changed, however, about the 
end of the 19th century. The climax came 
when the World War prevented for some 
years all relations, and all intellectual ex- 
change as crystallized in the book. 

When the war was over, the intention 
of book-traders in both countries to re-

establish the former relations became imme- 
diately apparent. Moreover, the buying 
power of American money permitted buy- 
ing books in Germany at very advantageous 
prices. Upon the resumption of travel, 
regular visits of American bookbuyers in 
Germany, and vice versa, became possible, 
and stimulated the export of German 
books. 

Official statistics do not offer a correct 
idea about the volume of export of Ger- 
man books, because shipments of books as 
“printed matter’ (not included in the 
statistics) became much larger after the 
war than they had previously been. There- 
fore the statistical figures do not show the 
actual quantities exported, but only the 
relative growth of exports when compared 
with each other. Since figures are not 
available it is impossible to estimate pre- 
cisely how many more books were actually 
exported than are shown in the official sta- 
tistics. It will hardly be a mistake to add 
at least 30% to cover the books exported 
as “printed matter.” The statistics show 
the export of books from Germany to the 
United States, not including “printed mat- 
ter,’ to be the following in hundred- 
weights:

This development is not very satisfactory 
for Germany. : 

Belles lettres and not scientific literature 
bears the brunt of this decrease. This has 
been noticed not only in the United States 
but also in other countries. Libraries, in- 
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stitutions and scientists buy German books 
for their value in scientific studies and edu- 
cational work. The belletristic literature 
can much. more easily be dispensed with, 
especially since the more recent German 
works have, with few exceptions, failed to 
meet the requirements of American taste. 
Theodor Storm is still the best liked Ger- 
man novelist of the 19th century, and 
Conrad Ferdinand Meyer, Gustav Freytag, 
Paul Heyse, Scheffel and Sudermann are 
widely read. Due to teaching and trans- 
lations recently, there has been an increas- 
ing interest in fiction writers like Georg 
Hermann, Thomas Mann, Hauptmann, 
Kellerman, Schnitzler, Wassermann and 
others. 

The resumption of relations between 
booksellers and publishers in Germany and 
the United States is apparent from the 
increase of organized connections. Ameri- 
can bookdealers and publishers again desire 
to be mentioned in German _ booktrade 
directories and are glad to comply with 
the requirements regarding the appoint- 
ment of some book commissioner in Leipzig 
as their representative. “The number of 
American firms having representatives in 
this city is as follows:

The German Booksellers’ Exchange As- 
sociation in January, 1924, arranged an 
exposition, mainly of scientific books, in 
Chicago, followed by another one in New 
York in October of the same year. ‘The 
members of the American Library Asso- 
ciation had the exclusive use of the Chicago 
exposition for the first few days. The 
New York exposition contained a selection 
of nearly 15,000 volumes of German scien- 
tific literature published since 1914, and 
works on art, music, fiction, and a selection 
of translations into German of American- 
l'nglish literature. Both exhibits have con- 
tributed considerably to the revival of 
interest in German books, and have en- 
lightened the trade in regard to the prices 
of German books, so that many of the 
tormer complaints about these prices have 
ceased. 

It may be said without exaggeration that 
the revival of interest in German language 
and science has shown an_ unexpectedly 
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quick development in recent times, espe- 
cially among the American youth and its 
teachers. Considering that only 9 years 
ago the study of German in American 
schools and universities was practically 
completely abolished, it is surprising to hear 
that German is today nearly everywhere 
prominent among language studies, and 
meets with the greatest interest of pupils 
and students. It may be stated in this 
connection that the young people are inter- 
ested not only in the past great epochs of 
German poetry and history, but that many 
institutions read exponents of our latest 
literature: Klabund, Werfel, Thies, Kay- 
ser, Toller and Unruh. Interest in modern 
German literature is aroused among 
Americans through a great number ol 
translations. It would be desirable, how- 
ever, if I may be permitted to say so, that 
the artistic level of these translations should 
in the future be higher than heretofore. 
The horrors of war being a matter of 
the past for the young generation, they are 
free from restricting prejudices, and open 
to learn about everything which is recog- 
nized as good, no matter from where it 
comes. We are delighted that in this gen- 
eral process the German book has attained 
the role of medium of constantly increasing 
importance. It is for us to reciprocate and 
to obtain for our young people the high 
values which are contained in the budding 
flowers of American literature and art. 


Hispano and American Alliance

July Alhambra contributor’s list in- 
cludes: Gabriel Miro and Concha Espina, 
Spanish prose writers; Ramon de Basterra 
with his machine fables; Armando Zegri 
from Chile; and José Clemente Orozco,

corporated ten years. Their growth 
has been a process of the steady addition to 
their list of authors of conspicuous quality 
and sales value. The result is an admirable, 
well-rounded list. The text-book depart- 
ment has developed steadily under the 
direction of S. Spencer Scott. Their pub- 
lications in the text-book field have been 
confined to books for use in universities, 
high schools and junior high schools; they 
have not published elementary text-books. 
Their text-book list is particularly strong in 
the fields of English and the Social Sciences. 
The International Library of Psychology, 
Philosophy and Scientific Method is an out- 
standing series whose volumes are taking 
their place as important and standard 
works. Against this branch of publishing, 
necessarily limited in its appeal, the firm 
has had a number of distinctive best sellers. 
Among these best sellers in fiction have 
been “Main Street,’ Dorothy Canfield’s 
“The Brimming Cup,” “Babbitt,” E. M. 
Forster’s “A Passage to India,’ “Elmer

URTHER correspondence concerning 

the club method of distribution has 

convinced us of the necessity for ex- 
pressing in as few words as possible the 
attitude of the booksellers who subscribe 
to resolution number eleven. 

I. The clubs undoubtedly have taken 
away some business. (Their continued ad- 
vertising in book media proves that the best 
field for the publisher is a good one for the 
club. ) 

II. They have “created” little or no 
business for the bookstore. (The increase 
itt sales of some of the selected books has 
been made at the expense of other books on 
the bookstore shelves. ) 

III. Their method of gaining customers 
includes the giving away of books as 
premiums, the prepaying of postage and the 
cutting of prices. (The bookseller’s profit 
margin is too slim to enable him to com- 
pete on this basis. An average thirty-five 
per cent, from which an average thirty per 
cent overhead has to be deducted, doesn’t 
leave enough for twenty per cent dis- 
counts. ) 

IV. The booksellers are not “fighting”’ 
the clubs. They are questioning the fair- 
ness of their competitors being allowed a 
margin of profit that permits a type of 
competition that not only cannot be met,

but has been considered taboo for many 
years. 

V. The booksellers are questioning the 
advisability of allowing too great an em- 
phasis to be placed on too small a number 
of books. 

VI. They feel that efforts should be 
made to bring customers to the bookstore 
so that items that are produced in small 
quantities and cannot carry an advertising 
cost, may be brought to the attention of 
the public. 

VII. They claim that the margin grant- 
ed to the mail order houses permits a dis- 
play of advertising that gives them (the 
clubs) an apparently overwhelming im- 
portance. 

The booksellers are not trying to make 
believe that their businesses will be entirely 
destroyed. They are pointing out the fact 
that there should be greater cooperation 
between publisher and bookseller in the 
building-up of those businesses and request- 
ing a treatment that will enable them to 
compete on the same ground as new enter- 
prises, 

As a closing item, we quote “So great 
a saving must make you skeptical, but try,” 
and “Summer Membership for ‘Three 
Months — for Five Dollars. See how 
ridiculously cheap,—” etc.

Obituary Notes 


JOHN COTTON DANA 


JoHN Cotton Dana, who was libra- 
rian of the Newark Library, died in New 
York, July 21, in his 73rd year. Aside 
from being one of the foremost librarians 
in America, he was founder and director 
of the Newark Museum, which ranks 
among the nation’s best. Since the begin- 
ning of his library work in Denver in 1889, 
Dana has worked ceaselessly towards his 
goal of the best- possible service for the 
public which his institutions served. An 
example of the innovations which have be- 
come library practice is the open shelf sys- 
tem that has placed the books of public 
libraries directly at the hands of readers. 

John Cotton Dana was born in Wood- 
stock, Vermont, August 19, 1856. He re- 
ceived his A.B. from Dartmouth in 1878, 
having studied law, but was forced to go 
west due to ill health, where he worked 
as a civil engineer. He returned to the 
Kast and was admitted to the New York 
bar in 1883, but was forced to go west 
again to his enginering work in 1886. He 
first entered library work in 1889 in Den- 
ver from where he went to the City 
Library of Springfield, Massachusetts, and 
from there to Newark. He was presi- 
dent of the American Library Association 
in 1895 and 1896, and member of many 
library and museum associations. 
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Along with his work for the open shelf, 
he established the first library department 
devoted to children’s books, founded the 
first branch devoted to business, materially 
raised the standards of printing for libra- 
ries, etc., etc., which things have estab- 
lished the national reputation of his New- 
ark institution as well as placed him at the 
top of the list of American librarians. 


He was frequent contributor to news- 
papers and magazines and wrote several 
books which include ““The New Museum 
and American Art,” “A Library Primer,” 
“Notes on Bookbinding for Libraries,” 
“Libraries, Addresses and Essays,” “The 
Industrialist Is an Artist,” “The Changing 
Library Methods in a Changing World,” 
and others. 

Frank P. Hill, Chief Librarian at the 
Brooklyn Public Library, in a recent ap- 
preciation of Dana, which appeared in the 
Library Journal, characterises him in a sen- 
tence, “He is daring, stimulating, cour- 
ageous and inventive, and if any man ever 
had the courage of his convictions, that man 
is Dana.” 


T. O. CRAMER 


T. O. Cramer, bookseller of Kansas 
City, was killed in an automobile accident 
June 25th, between Kansas City and St. 
Louis. Mr. Cramer was widely known in 
the middle west as operating a store with 
one of the most complete stocks of second 
hand and rare books in America. The 
business will continue as T. O. Cramer’s 
Book Store under the direction of Clark 
Cramer to whom his father left the busi- 
ness.

‘For 
several months Simon & Schuster have been 
inserting in all books that went out to book- 
stores a prepaid self-addressed postal card 
asking the customer how he happened to 
hear of the book, whether through reviews, 
advertising, hear-say or through the book- 
clerk. These returned cards have provided 
an excellent mailing-list of alert, reading 
customers. It is a list that might have 
been used in direct competition with the 
bookseller, but Simon & Schuster have han- 
dled the matter most fairly, and a leaflet 
has gone out to this group of bookbuyers 
directing sales to the bookstores. 

After explaining that The Inner Sanctum 
will keep the reader informed of the pub- 
lishing program and present news and notes 
about authors, the leaflet goes on to say: 

“If any of our books appeal to you, go 
to your bookseller. He makes a living by 
maintaining a stock of the books of a// pub- 
lishers, and he can serve you well by recom- 
mending conscientiously those bocks you 
will enjoy reading and owning.

will come close ‘to holding the mid- 

summer record for dulness and indif- 
ference in the rare book business in this 
city. The truth is that when the auction 
season in New York closes, which is gener- 
ally in June, interest is immediately trans- 
ferred to London, where many collectors 
and dealers go in the search for literary 
rarities of all kinds. Collectors lose interest 
in the American market, and dealers who 
remain here are disposed to take a rest, and 
appear to go on a long vacation. The 
report comes from London that American 
collectors have been very much interested 
in the July sales, many sending their bids 
direct and others operating through Lon- 
don booksellers. American dealers in Eng- 
land and on the Continent are sending 
reports of extraordinary finds and when 
their importations have been received, and 
are placed on exhibition in October or 
November, we may expect a fine showing. 
Just what the auction prospects for the 
coming season are is a matter of conjecture 
at this time. The situation a year ago was 
quite similar, and it was not until the 
announcement of the Jerome Kern sale that 
the prospects for the season began to be 
significant. It will be two or three months 
before we begin to get much information.

It can be taken for granted, however, that 
as long as collectors take the present keen 
interest in literary rarities and are disposed 
to pay well for them, there will be a stren- 
uous effort to find material. 


HE sale of the library of James Mann, 

of Glasgow, at Sotheby’s in London, 
early this month, made some extraordinary 
new records. A very fine and clean copy 
of the Kilmarnock Burns, “Poems, Chiefly 
in the Scottish Dialect,” 1786, bound in 
contemporary tree calf, which came from 
the Huth sale in November, 1911, at £730, 
brought £2,450, a new high record for a 
copy in binding; and even the £107 paid 
for the Edinburgh edition of 1787, is prob- 
ably another record. The first Dublin edi- 
tion of the same year sold for £66. An 
uncut copy of Boswell’s “Life of Johnson, 
1791,” with “The: Principal Corrections 
and Additions to the First Edition of Mr. 
Boswell’s Life of Dr. Johnson, 1793,” un- 
cut and. unopened, fetched £630. Thi 


library contained almost a complete set of 


the books printed at the Kelmscott Press, 


including a vellum copy of the Kelmscott 


Chaucer, 1896, which realized £3,600, not 


a record, as two copies last year each 
brought £4,000. A number of the first 


editions of Sir Walter Scott, uncut and in 
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the original boards, included “Guy Man- 
nering,” 1815, £260 and “Ivanhoe,” 1819, 
£8. Thackeray’s “Vanity Fair,” in parts 
with clean wrappers, 1847-48, brought 
£370. The total of the sale amounted to 


£13,658. 


D R. R. W. Chapman, secretary of the 

Oxford University Press, recently 
remarked to his English friends: “Do not 
imagine that wealthy collectors are your 
only rivals across the Atlantic.” And then 
Dr. Chapman went on to praise the alert- 
ness of the American librarian who, it ap- 
pears, closely scrutinizes the second-hand 
book catalogs for material to fill up his 
shelves of rare books. But if the American 
libraries have, in Dr. Chapman’s opinion, 
succeeded, up to now, in catching their 
British colleagues unawares, their habit of 
“denuding England of common books” has 
nearly reached its limit. For not only are 
books valued by collectors getting scarce, 
but the libraries in England have, after the 
creat sales of the last few years, caught up 
with the modern vogue of possessing rare 
and unique copies of the famous classics. 
In commenting upon Dr. Chapman’s re- 
marks The Christian Science Monitor says: 
“But, though the collection of such books 
in a library is really outside the library’s 
purpose, which is to lend rather than to 
exhibit, the librarian in England has the 
chance, with foresight and discrimination, 
to score over his Atlantic colleagues in the 
same way in which it is claimed that the 
latter have scored over them, if only they 
take the trouble to study judiciously the 
secondhand book mart in America. The 
present exhibition in London of the First 
Edition Book Club should at any rate bring 
home to them the fact that today the 
United States turns out first editions of 
marked excellence. And what is new to- 
day may be a much-sought-after curiosity 
tomorrow. British librarians should not 
tind it difficult to store their shelves with 
Americana that some time hence may be- 
come objects of great value.” 


HERE has been a growing interest in 
early American fiction and in informa- 
tion about it for nearly two decades. The 
only bibliography of the original titles in 
this field has been out of, print for several 
years. Originally printed in 1902 and re- 
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printed in 1913, we now have a new edi- 
tion under the title, “Early American 
Fiction, 1774-1830, a Compilation of the 
Titles of Works of Fiction, by Writers 
Born or Residing in North America, North 
of the Mexican Border and Printed 
Previous to 1831. By Oscar Wegelin. 
Third Edition, Corrected and Enlarged. 
New York: Published by Peter Smith, 
1929.” Mr. Wegelin has discovered the 
authors of several titles, which he had listed 
as anonymous, and in a few instances he has 
found that titles included in previous edi- 
tions were merely American reprints of 
English novels.. More than 200 titles are 
given, anonymous items first; then alpha- 
betically by authors’ names, usually with 
collations, often with the indications of line 


‘endings on the title-pages and sometimes 


with brief notes. There is an index to 


anonymous titles not cataloged under 
“Anonymous.” No juveniles are included 
in the list. American collectors owe Mr. 


Wegelin a debt of gratitude for his many 
valuable bibliographies relating to the pub- 
lications of American authors which are 
now becoming increasingly useful as interest 
is centered upon Americana and American 
first editions. 


NEW record for the first edition of 


“4 Goldsmith’s “The Vicar of Wakefield,” 


was made at Sotheby’s, in London, on July 
15th, when Bernard Quaritch paid $7,350 
for a copy, exceeding the previous high 
record of $6,600 brought at the Jerome 
Kern sale, at Anderson’s, early this year. 
A short letter written by Goldsmith to 
Mrs. Thrale fetched $6 500, and a first 
edition of ““The Deserted Village,” $3,200.
